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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 0 August 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Regarding claims 1 , 24, 30 and 31 , the examiner maintains that Auckland discloses 
"...said resource allocation decision including a determination to use. or not to use , frequency spectrum other than the frequency 
spectrum utilized by cellular operators, for additional communication between said first and second wireless communication interfaces". 
The radiotelephone 1704 receives configuration data associated a with a new air interface standard AIS over a radio link, and inresponse 
to the data radiotelphone 1704 can be configured for communication according to the identified AIS (see figs. 17. 18, 20. p.10. [0146]- 
[0148] and p.1 1 . (0148]-[0152]. This meets the limitation of claim one above as well as the limitation "...said first and second resource 
control segments each sharing with the other available transmit and receive frequencies and thereafter agreeing upon respective transmit 
and receive frequencies with respect to a wireless communication session Involving the wireless mobile communication apparatus" in 
claims 30 and 31 respectively. The configuration data received by the radio reads on the available resource map information. Claims 24, 
30 and 31 thus stand rejected. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness 
by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091. 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Claims 1-31 thus stand rejected. 
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
